Coal Company to the charges of Presi- 
dent Mitchell 
of 
the 
United Mine 


Workers, which has been presented to 
the anthracite coal strike commission, 
was today given to the. public. 
Mr. 


Baer makes no reference to Mr. Mitch- 
ell as the president of the miners' or- 
ganization, but refers to him simply as 
an individual. 
Taking tifi the specifi- 


cations in Mr. Mitchell's charges seria- 
tim, 
Mr. -Baer 
first admits 
that his 


company owns thirty-seven collieries 
and that before 
the strike 
employed 


26.S29 people. 
Following is a brief 


summary of the response to Mr. Mitch- 
ell's other specification's: 


Second, the demand for 28 per cent 


increase in wages on piece work is de- 
nounced 
as 
arbitrary, 
unreasonable 


and unjust. 
The 
company contends 


that after making all necessary allow- 
ances for different conditions, the rate 
of wages paid for mining of anthracite 
coal is as high as that paid in the bitu- 
minous coal fields. 


Third, the company denies that the 


present rate of wages is lower than is 
paid in other occupations in the same 
locality and controlled by like condi- 
tions. 


Fourth and Fifth, Mr. Baer denies 


that the earnings 
of the 
anthracite 


workers are less than average earnings 
for other occupations requiring skill' 
and training, and also the charge that 
the earnings are insufficient because 
of the dangerous character of the work 
in the anthracite mines. 


Sixth, this specification made by Mr. 


Mitchell is referred to as too vague for 
specific answer, but in a general way 
it is said that the anthracite regions 
are among the most prosperous In the 
United States. 


Seventh, the company pronounces as 


unjust and inequitable the demand for 
a reduction of 20 per eent in hours of 
labor without a reduction of earnings 
for time employed, and this demand is 
pronounced impracticable, in this con- 
nection the 
following 
statement 
is 


made: 


"Because of the Injury to .the mines 


by the strike of the United Mine Work- 
ers,, the cost of producing coal has been 
greatly increased and a temporary ad- 
vance in price, was made by this com- 
pany, but It will be impracticable to 
continue such increase when mining 


;j operations become-.normal." 
1 Eishth, Mr. Baer says that, bis com- i 


its employes about 
the 
weighing of 


coal, the quantity is usually determin- 
ed by measurement and not by weight. 


Ninth, replying to the fourth demand 


by IIr. Mitchell, Mr. Baer says since 
the advent ot the United Mine Work- 
ers' organization into the unthr.iot.te | 
fields business conditions 
there have 


been intolerable; that 
the 
output of 


the mines' has decreased—that disci- 
pline has been destroyed; that strikes 
have been of almost daily occurrence; 
that men have 
worked 
when and as 


they please, and the cost of mining has 
been greatly increased. He tilso takes 
the position that the jurisdiction of the 
company is limited to' the conditions 
named by the coal presidents, which 
excludes the 
United 
Mine Workers 


from any recognition in 
the proceed- 


ings. He says, however, when a 'iabor' 
organization limited to anthracite mine 
workers, is created, which shall obey 
the law, respect the right of every man 
to work and honestly co-operate with 
employers, trade agreements may be- 
come practicable."

An address of welcome by Morris K. 
Jessup, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, followed, and then the ora- 
tion of the day was delivered by form- 
er President Grovel- 
Cleveland, 
who 


said in part: 


"It need not surprise us if the pop- 


ular estimate of this business organi- 
zation should fail to take into account 
all that it has done to promote high 
and patriotic purposes, not always re- 
lated, in a narrow sense, to commerce. 
No associated body of our citizens felt 
more deeply and effectively, the throb-, 
bing of patriotism 
and 
devotion 
to 


country when our 
Government 
was 


threatened by armed rebellion: its pro- 
test and aid 
was immediately 
forth- 


coming .when, afterwards, an insidious 
attack was made upon financial integ- 
rity through an attempted debasement 
of our currency; from no quarter has 
a more earnest and insistent demand 
been heard for the adjustment of the 
international disputes by arbitration; 
its espousal of the cause of business 
education among our people has been 
hearty and practical; it has advocated 
enlarg-ed reciprocity of business rela- 
tions between nations and removal of j 
their vexatious hindrances; 
and last 


but by no means least. It has prompt- 
ly and with an open hand relieved dis- 
tress a.nd alleviated disaster. 
Such 


incidents as these illustrate the organ- 
izations beneftcient accomplishments in 
the advancement of civilization, and in 
furtherance of the improvement of hu- 
manity. 


"If we justly appreciate what these 


thing's mean, we shall realize that com- 
merce has done an immense service to 
humanity, by enlarging within its wide 
influence the acceptance of the laws of 
honest dealing among- civilized com- 
munities and by curbing man's beset- 
ting sins of selfishness and greed. 


"We shall thereupon be led to appre- 


hend the especial benefits in a moral 
sense that we have accrued to our own 
countrymen from 
the work and ex- 


ample of the Chamber of Commerce of 


the State of New York and of kindred 
institutions scattered 
throughout our 


land. 
They have brought together a 


vast number of our citizens and made 
the American merchant, who, too great 
to be mean, has 
by bold 
••= iiterprlses 


and brave venture, challenged the ad- 
miration of the world; equally as Im- 
portant as this 
in its 
moral com-- 


nlexion and significance they have, by 
the adoption and enforcement of rules 
for their -government, illustrated to -a 
people apt to chafe under enforced re- 
straint, how usefully they themselves 
may voluntarily restrain and, regulate 
their conduct; and 
beyond all, they 


have directly and by example leavened 
the mas.p of our citizenship with a, love 
of scrupulous honor and largely con- 
tributed to the preservation of true de- 
votion to fair play. 


"What I have said must not be un- 


derstood as in the least intimating: that 
commerce shall be an altruistic or be- 
nevolent affair, 
managed 
on 
lines 


of amability and concession. 
Such A 


conception would be absurdly at fault. 
Commerce is born 
of enterprise, and 


enterprise is in this day, bustling age, 
born of struggle and competition. 
But 


the struggle and competition need not 
be to the death. 
Alertness and keen- 


ness and business opportunities do not 
by any means importune unmindful-

Justice Lambert read from the stat- 


utes the definition of the various de- 
grees of homicides, laying stress on the 
necesity of deliberation and premidia- 
tton .to constitute (mui-der in the first 
degree..- -

"It is contended here by the people," 


he went on, "that if this defendant is 
found g-uilty, he will be guilty of inur- 
d'er in the-first degree. The defendant, 
by his counsel, has made no argument 
in this regard, but you are required to 
consider those things in reaching your 
decision. 
"The defendant is presumed to be in- 


nocent until the evidence shows his 
guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. The 
burden of proof never shifts. It is al- 
ways with the State to prove guilt and 
not for the defendant to prove inno- 
cene.c. 
"K is not f>usy to impart to a jury the 


legal definition of a reasonable doubt. 
If his guilt has not been shown to you 
beyond a reasonable doubt, you must 
acquit him. A reasonable dou.bt should 
be actual and substantial and 
not 


founded on a mere possibility." 
Justice Lambert recited the evidence 


of the handwriting experts on both 
sides and said: — 
"I shall not discuss any of that tes- 


timony. The law places the burden of 
thn,t discussion on you. You are 
en- 


titled to uso your '>wn judgment re- 
garding these disputed points. The 
opinions of these experts are not con- 
trolling on you. You are under no leg- 
al requirements to believe what they 
tolel you.

Molineux was formally discharged a 


few minutes after the jury returned 
their verdict. 
Some delay In this for- 
mality was caused by the enormous 
crowd. 
When the court room had 
been cleared the order of discharge 
was made out and Molineux left with 
his father, followed 
by a cheering 


throng. 


(Molineux is the son 
of a. distin- 


guished family In New York. He was 
charged with causing the death of a 
woman by poison. 
This woman was 


the aunt of Harry Cornish, athletic in- 
structor of the Knickerbocker Club, 
and a former friend of Molineux. The 
theory of the prosecution 
was 
that 
Molineux had sent the poisoij anony- 
mously to Cornish in the hope of caus- 
ing- his death, being- actuated by jeal- 
ously, Cornish having been a...former 
lover of Mrs. Molineux. Cornish inno- 
cently administered the poison to his 
aunt. 
The evidence was purely cir- 


cumstantial. 
The theory of the de- 


fense was that Cornish poisoned his 
aunt purposely and wove a web of cir- 
cumstances to cast the crime on Moli- 
neux, who was convicted once and sen- 
tenced to death. 
Apparently the sec- 


ond jury adopted the theory that Cor- 
nish is the real criminal.)
